The Pickler Memorial Library, named for a former faculty member, 
has over 125,000 books, including public documents, pamphlets, bound 
periodicals, and bound newspapers. The library also houses several special 
collections, including the Glenn Frank Memorial Library, the Laughlin 
contribution of research, a Missouriana collection, collections of children’s 
literature, and the John R. Kirk Library.

Memorial.
